AN ACT Relating to the creation of a foster care endowed
schol arshi p progranm reenacting and anmendi ng RCW 43. 79A. 040; adding a
new chapter to Title 28B RCW and maki ng an appropriation.

BE | T ENACTED BY THE LEG SLATURE OF THE STATE OF WASHI NGTON:

NEW SECTION. Sec. 1. The legislature finds that children who grow

up in the foster care system face many financial challenges. The
| egislature also finds that these financial chall enges can di scourage
or prevent these children from pursuing a higher education. The

| egi slature further finds that access to a higher education wll give
children who are in foster care hope for the future. Mor eover, the
| egislature finds that financial assistance wll help these children
beconme successful, productive, contributing citizens and avoid cycles
of abuse, poverty, violence, and delinquency.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 2. Unless the <context «clearly requires
otherwse, the definitions in this section apply throughout this
chapter.

(1) "Institution of higher education” neans a college or university
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in the state of Wshington that is accredited by an accrediting
association recognized as such by rule of the higher education
coordi nati ng board.

(2) "Eligible student” neans a student who:

(a) I's between the ages of sixteen and twenty-three;

(b) Has been in foster care in the state of W shington for a
m ni mum of six nonths since his or her fourteenth birthday;

(c) Is a financially needy student, as defined in RCW 28B. 92. 030;

(d) I's a resident student, as defined in RCW28B. 15.012(2);

(e) Has entered or will enter an institution of higher education in
Washi ngton state wthin three years of high school graduation or having
successfully conpleted his or her GED,

(f) I's not pursuing a degree in theol ogy; and

(g) Makes satisfactory progress towards the conpletion of a degree
or certificate program

(3) "Cost of attendance" neans the cost associated with the
attendance of the institution of higher education as determ ned by the
hi gher education coordinating board, including but not limted to
tuition, room board, and books.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 3. (1) The foster care endowed schol arship
programis created. The purpose of the programis to help students who
were in foster care attend an institution of higher education in the
state of Washington. The foster care endowed schol arship program shal
be adm ni stered by the higher education coordinating board.

(2) In admnistering the program the higher education coordinating
board's powers and duties shall include but not be limted to:

(a) Adopting necessary rules and guidelines;

(b) Administering the foster care endowed scholarship trust fund
and the foster care schol arshi p endowent fund; and

(c) Establishing and assisting the foster care endowed schol arship
advi sory board in its duties as described in section 5 of this act.

(3) In admnistering the program the higher education coordinating
board's powers and duties may include but not be limted to:

(a) Wwrking with the departnent of social and health services and
t he superintendent of public instruction to provide information about
the foster care endowed scholarship programto children in foster care
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in the state of Washington and to students over the age of sixteen who
could be eligible for this program

(b) Publicizing the program and

(c) Contracting with a private agency to perform outreach to the
potentially eligible students.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 4. (1) The higher education coordinating board
may award scholarships to eligible students from the foster care
schol arship endowrent fund in section 7 of this act, from funds
appropriated to the board for this purpose, fromany private donations,
or fromany other funds given to the board for the program

(2) The board may award scholarships to eligible students from
noneys earned fromthe foster care schol arship endowrent fund created
in section 7 of this act, or fromfunds appropriated to the board for
this purpose, or from any private donations, or from any other funds
given to the board for this program For an undergraduate student, the
anmount of the scholarship shall not exceed the student's denonstrated
financi al need. For a graduate student, the anmount of the schol arship
shall not exceed the student's denonstrated need; or the stipend of a
teaching assistant, including tuition, at the University of Washi ngton;
whi chever is higher. In calculating a student's need, the board shal
consider the student's costs for tuition, fees, books, supplies,
transportation, room board, personal expenses, and child care. The
student's schol arshi p awarded under this chapter shall not exceed the
anount received by a student attending a state research university. A
student is eligible to receive a scholarship for a maxi num of five
years. However, the length of the scholarship shall be determ ned at
the discretion of the board.

(3) Grants under this chapter shall not affect eligibility for the
state student financial aid program

NEW SECTION. Sec. 5. (1) The foster care endowed schol arship
advi sory board is created.

(2) The advisory board shall be conposed of not nore than seven
menbers appointed by the higher education coordinating board. The
advi sory board should include representatives fromthe higher education
coordinating board, the office of the superintendent of public
instruction, the foster parent community, and conmunity organi zations
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serving the foster children and fornmer foster children community. The
advi sory board nenbership shall be reflective of the cultural diversity
of the state.

(3) The advi sory board:

(a) Shall assist the higher education coordinating board in
publicizing the foster care endowed schol arshi p program

(b) Shall solicit grants and donations from public and private
sources for the program

(c) Shall assist the higher education coordinating board in the
program devel opnent and the application screening process; and

(d) May assist in performng outreach to the targeted students.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 6. (1) The foster care endowed schol arship
trust fund is created in the custody of the state treasurer.

(2) Funds appropriated by the legislature for the foster care
endowed schol arship trust fund shall be deposited in the foster care
endowed schol arship trust fund. When conditions in section 8 of this
act are net, the higher education coordinating board shall deposit
state matching noneys from the trust fund into the foster care
schol ar shi p endownent fund.

(3) No appropriation is required for expenditures from the trust
fund.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 7. The foster care schol arship endownent fund
is created in the custody of the state treasurer.

(1) Moneys received fromthe higher education coordinating board,
private donations, state matchi ng noneys, and funds received from any
other source nmay be deposited into the foster care scholarship
endownent fund. Private noneys received as a gift subject to
conditions may be deposited into the endowrent fund if the conditions
do not violate state or federal |aw

(2) The higher education coordinating board may di sburse grants to
eligible students fromthe foster care schol arship endowent fund. No
appropriation is required for expenditures fromthe endowrent fund.

(3) When notified by court order that a condition attached to a
gift of private noneys fromthe foster care schol arship endowrent fund
has failed, the higher education coordinating board shall rel ease those
nmoneys to the donors according to the terns of the conditional gift.
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(4) The principal of the foster care schol arship endownent fund
shall not be invaded. For the purposes of this section, only the first
twenty-five thousand dollars deposited into the foster care scholarship
endownent fund shall be considered the principal. The rel ease of
nmoneys under subsection (3) of this section shall not constitute an
i nvasi on of the corpus.

(5) The foster care schol arshi p endowrent fund shall be used solely
for the purposes in this chapter, except when the conditional gift of
private noneys in the endowrent fund require a portion of the earnings
on such noneys be reinvested in the endowent fund.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 8. (1) The higher education coordinating board
may deposit twenty-five thousand dollars of state matching funds into
the foster care schol arship endowrent fund when the board can match
state funds with an equal anount of private cash donati ons.

(2) After the initial match of twenty-five thousand dollars, state
mat ching funds from the foster care endowed scholarship trust fund
shall be released to the foster care scholarship endowent fund
sem annually so long as there are funds available in the foster care
endowed schol arship trust fund.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 9. The admnistrative staff for the foster care
endowed schol arship program shall not exceed one-quarter full-tinme
equi val ent .

Sec. 10. RCW43.79A.040 and 2004 c 246 s 8 and 2004 c 58 s 10 are
each reenacted and anmended to read as foll ows:

(1) Money in the treasurer's trust fund nmay be deposited, invested,
and reinvested by the state treasurer in accordance wth RCW 43. 84. 080
in the sane manner and to the same extent as if the noney were in the
state treasury.

(2) Al inconme received frominvestnent of the treasurer's trust
fund shall be set aside in an account in the treasury trust fund to be
known as the investnent inconme account.

(3) The investnment incone account may be utilized for the paynent
of purchased banking services on behalf of treasurer's trust funds
i ncl udi ng, but not limted to, depository, saf ekeepi ng, and
di sbursenent functions for the state treasurer or affected state
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agencies. The investnent incone account is subject in all respects to
chapter 43.88 RCW but no appropriation is required for paynents to
financial institutions. Paynents shall occur prior to distribution of
earnings set forth in subsection (4) of this section.

(4)(a) Monthly, the state treasurer shall distribute the earnings
credited to the investnment incone account to the state general fund
except under (b) and (c) of this subsection.

(b) The following accounts and funds shall receive their
proportionate share of earnings based upon each account's or fund's
average daily balance for the period: The Washington prom se

schol arship account, the <college savings program account, the
Washi ngton advanced college tuition paynment program account, the
agricultural local fund, the Anerican Indian scholarship endowrent
fund, the foster care scholarship endowent fund, the foster care
endowed scholarship trust fund, the students wth dependents grant
account, the basic health plan self-insurance reserve account, the
contract harvesting revolving account, the Washington state conbi ned
fund drive account, the Washington international exchange schol arship
endownent fund, the devel opnental disabilities endowrent trust fund,
the energy account, the fair fund, the fruit and vegetabl e inspection
account, the future teachers conditional schol arship account, the gane
farm alternative account, the grain inspection revolving fund, the
juvenile accountability incentive account, the |aw enforcenent
officers' and fire fighters' plan 2 expense fund, the local tourism
pronmotion account, the produce railcar pool account, the rural
rehabilitation account, the stadiumand exhibition center account, the
youth athletic facility account, the self-insurance revolving fund, the
sul fur dioxide abatenent account, the children's trust fund, the
WAshi ngt on horse raci ng conm ssi on Washi ngton bred owners' bonus fund
account, the Wshington horse racing comm ssion class C purse fund
account, and the Washi ngton horse racing conm ssion operating account
(earnings fromthe Washi ngt on horse racing comm ssion operating account
must be credited to the Washington horse racing commssion class C
purse fund account). However, the earnings to be distributed shal
first be reduced by the allocation to the state treasurer's service
fund pursuant to RCW 43. 08. 190.

(c) The follow ng accounts and funds shall receive eighty percent
of their proportionate share of earnings based upon each account's or
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revolving fund, the advanced environnmental mtigation revolving
account, the city and county advance right-of-way revol ving fund, the
federal narcotics asset forfeitures account, the high occupancy vehicle

account, the 1ocal rail service assistance account, and the
m scel | aneous transportati on prograns account.
(5 In conformance with Article Il, section 37 of the state

Constitution, no trust accounts or funds shall be allocated earnings
wi thout the specific affirmative directive of this section.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 11. Sections 1 through 9 of this act constitute
a new chapter in Title 28B RCW

NEW SECTION. Sec. 12. The sum of one hundred fifty thousand
dollars, or as nuch thereof as may be necessary, is appropriated from
the general fund to the higher education coordinating board for the
fiscal year ending June 30, 2006, to carry out the purposes of this
act .
